WASHINGTON, Oct. 21—A ) 
former employe of the Bureau 
of the Budget testified today 


that the first Dixon-Yates pro- 
posal would have cost the Gov- 
ernment between $7,000,000 
and $8,000,000 a year more 
than the plan advanced by the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. 

The witness, James L. Grahl, 
said that estimate of the cost 
difference over the 25-year life 
of ‘the Dixon-Yates contract | 
was determined in an analysis 
made by the Atomic Energy 
Commission and TVA. 

The AEC signed the con-| 
tract with the Dixon-Yates 
utility holding company com- 
bine in November 1955, after 
negotiating with the combine 
at the personal direction _ of 
President Eisenhower. Grahl 
said the AEC-TVA joint an- 
alysis pointing out the cost 
difference was made available 
in March 1954. 

Tells of Wenzell’s Role. 

Another witness, Joseph M. 
Dodge, former director of the 
budget, asserted that Adolphe 
H. Wenzell, who played a dual 
role in the early discussions of 
the contract, had no part in| 
policy decisions which led to 
acceptance of the Dixon-Yates 
proposal. : 

Dodge told Commissioner 
Wilson Cowen of the United 
States Court of Claims that he | 
knew Wenzell was a vice presi- 
dent of the First Boston Corp., 
a private company, at the same 
time that he was serving as a 
Budget Bureau consultant on 
Dixon-Yates financing. 

Under cross examination, 
Dodge said Wenzell was “not 
consulted on any policy matter 

.. nor were his recommen- 
dations a factor in any policy | 
decision.” 

Wenzell’s alleged conflict of 
interest was cited by the AEC 
as its grounds for refusing to 
reimburse the Dixon-Yates in- 
terests for the money they had 
spent on the project prior to 
Mr. Eisenhower's cancellation 
of the contract. 

First Boston Corp., a New 
York firm specializing in mar- 
keting utility’ securities, sub- 
sequently became the financ- 
ing agent for Mississippi Val- 
ley Generating Co., the Dixon- 
Yates subsidiary set up to 
build a 600,000-kilowatt steam 
generating plant under the con- 
tract with the AEC 


Damage Suit. 


Grahl and Dodge were the 
principal] witnesses as the Gov- 
ernment began the fourth day 
of its defense against a $1,893,- 
586 damage suit brought by 
Mississippi Valley as a result 
of the contract cancellation. 

Under questioning by Saul 
R. Gamer, Justice Department 
attorney handling the Govern- 
ment’s defense, Grahl said the 
first proposal submitted by the 
Dixon-Yates combine, on Feb. 
295. 1954. was “very unclear” 
and an analysis was made by 
AEC and TVA experts 

As a result of the cost find- 
ing. Grahl related, Budget 
Bureau officials asked the 
utility group to come up with 
a new proposal which would | 
“close the gap” between cost | 
of a privately-built generating 
plant and the generating facil- 
ity which TVA wanted to build 
at Fulton Landing, Tenn., to 
meet expanding AEC needs 
for electric power. 

Later. Grahl told the Post- 
Dispatch, he believed the re- 
vised Dixon-Yates proposal, | 
submitted on April 10, 1954, 
brought the cost difference 
down to about $4,000,000 a 
year more than the TVA plant 


would cost, over the 25-year 
contract. 

In 1954. Grahl was a budget 
examiner in the Budget Bu- 
reau. assigned to review AEC 
budget requests. He testified 


~that at a lunch with Wenzell 
one day, Wenzell said he was 
“in an awkward position in 
connection with the Dixon- 
Yates proposal” but did not 
amplify on this. 

Grahl added that he “won- 
dered if there was a conflict of 
interest, since Wenzell was with 
First Boston and First Boston 
might be interested in the fi- 
nancing of the plant.” He said 
his superior, Frederick Schuldt 
Jr.. expressed similar concern 
“but neither of us knew what 
to do about it.’

Microfilm messages found in a 
hollowed-out nickel given to a 
Brooklyn newsboy and in a 
hollowed-out bolt picked up in| 
a park were introduced in evi- | 
dence today in the espionage 
trial of Soviet Col. Rudolf Ivan- 
ovich Abel. 


James Bozart, a former news- 
paper delivery boy, told the. 
Federal court jury that the 
nickel was given to him with 
some change in the summer 
of 1953 while collecting for his | 
route. 


He said the hollowed-out sec- | 
tion contained microfilm which | 
he turned over to police. 

Michael G. Leonard, an FBI 
Russian translator, testified the | 
microfilm contained a series of 
numbers which he was able to 
decipher into Russian by using 
the code provided by Reino, 
Hayhanen, a confessed Soviet 
spy who defected to the West 
and is the government’s chief 
witness against Abel. 

On Trial for Life. 


Abel is on trial for his life on 
charges of conspiring to steal 
military and atomic secrets 
while posing as an artist. | 

Leonard read into the record | 
a translation of the microfilmed 
code found in the nickel. The 
paremtheses in the decoded 
message are his interpretation 
of unclear terms and expres- 
sions.

Upon landing at Moscow air- | 
port, I saw many planes, some | 
of them the beautiful swept- 
wing TU-104 jet transports, 
parked in the mud alongside 
the-runways. This contrast be- 
tween technical proficiency and | 
poor accompanying develop- | 
ment was to be seen over and 
over again during the ensuing 
days. 

Request to Soviet Official. | 

The next morning, we told 
Mr. V. Ankunov, the Soviet | 
official assigned to handle the | 
visit that we wished to see the 
peacetime uses of atomic ener- 
gy of which the Russian lead- | 
ers had spoken so frequently. 

According to papers pre-| 
sented by Soviet scientists at 
international meetings, a 420.- 
000-kilowatt pressurized water 
reactor was being constructed 
approximately 200 miles south 
of Moscow. This had been de- 
scribed as project No. 1. 

Project No. 2, we understood, 
was 400,000 kilowatt graphite- 
moderated reactor using en- 
riched fuel. We _ particularly 
wanted to see those and the 
big cyclotron at Dubno. 


After first trying to put us 
off with an offer of a sightsee- 
ing trip around Moscow, Dr. 
Ankunoy finally consented to 
show us an atomic reactor. If 
proved to be the 5000 kilowatt 
experimental reactor located 
about. 65 miles southwest of 
Moscow. 

We were slready. familiar | 
with t réactor since the Rus- 


sians had presented a detailed | 


paper on it at Geneva in 1955. 
Nevertheless, the Inspection 


was quite interesting. Although | 


only five years old, the build- 
ing looked many years older. | 
The woodwork was awry, the 
plaster cracked, paint daubed 
and bathroom facilities an- 
tiquated. 

Reactor of High Order. 


The reactor engineering, 
however. was of an entirely 
different sort. The precision 
of hydraulics instrumentation, 
safeguards and other nuclear 
engineering were nothing short 
of good and ver. good. 

Andrei Nikolavev, deputy di- 
rector of the Russian atomic 
energy agency, had preceded 
us to the reactor. He gave a 
detailed explanation of the re- 
actor and answered every ques- 
tion we asked him about it. 

Later, at a dinner, we asked 
Mr. Nikolayev about the large- 
scale reactors. He told us that 
construction of the 420,000 
kilowatt reactor began toward 
the end of last year or the 
first of this year and that it 
would be completed in 1960. 
Fe also told us that the 400,- 
090 kilowatt reactor was Start- 
ed in the Urals at about the 
same time and that it, too, 
was scheduled to be complet- 
ed in 1960. 

Now this indicated to us 
that they had come up against 
serious difficulties because 
Prof. Igor Kurchatov had first 
announced these very large 
reactors in a paper read in 
London in 1955. At that time 
he said they

tion between doctors of our 
two countries. 
Saw Patients Treated. 


We saw patients with terri- 
fying malignancies awaiting 
treatment and witnessed ad- 
ministration. of isotopie and 
cobalt treatments to other pa- 
tients. It was a moving demon- 
stration of professional skill 
and dedication to service. 

Next, we visited a heavilvy- 
guarded research reactor where 
basic neutronic studies and ma- 
terial testing are under way. 
Dr. Vasily Viadimirsky, direc- 
tor of the laboratory, had just 
returned from a visit to the 
United States last month where 
he was the guest of one of our 
leading nuclear scientists and

Word came late that night 
that we could visit Dubno the 
next day. We drove north for 
three hours across the great 
Volga to see the largest cyclo- 
tron in the world. Dr. Viadimir 
I. Wexler, an extremely cap- 
able scientist of Jewish faith 
and German descent. designed 
the project. It was with boyish 
enthusiasm that he led us on 
an inspection of what appeared 
to me to be an incredibly com- 
plex, powerful and successful 
undertaking. 

Costs of Projects. 


The Russians reportedly 
spent nearly 700,000,000 rubles 
($175,000,000) on the project. 
And another cyclotron, another 
laboratory for physics research 
and another for theoretical 
physics are under construction. 
They are expected to be’ com- 
pleted next year at a cost of 
another 350,000,000 rubles 
($87,500,000). 

The cyclotron ‘creates 10.,- 
000,000,000 electron volts. Our 
largest cyclotron at Brookhav- 
generates 7,500,000 ,000 
volts. 

It would be presumptuous 
and unwise to reach fixed con- 
clusions upon so short a visit 
to the Soviet Union. I do have 
some firm impressions, how- 
ever, as a result of my experi- 
ences there. 

One over-all impression is 
that the Kremlin masters show 
but little concern for the 
standards of living of the Rus- 
sian people and concentrate 
money, materials and skills on 
the means and symbols of pow- 
er and prestige. Russia is not 
faced by a fuel shortage, for 
instance, as is Great Britain. 
Thus her need for atomic pow- 
er is not urgent. Here the drive 
for prestige and power appears 
to be all-consuming. 
| Then there appears to be a 
| tremendous gap between the 
‘top echelon and the bottom 
mass of Russian society with 
practically no such thing as a 
‘middle class. The engineers 
and scientists occupy a position 
of prestige and privilege sec- 
‘ond only to the political hi- 
erarchy.

Russia Calls the Turn 
: To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Russians have learned the 
lessons of Elizabethan diplomacy. 

For nearly 30 years in the six- 
teenth century, Queen Elizabeth 
used her possible marriage to 
Philip II of Spain, and later the 
_ Duke of Anjou, and still later the 
Duke of Alencon, as an instrument 
of foreign policy. Much money was 
spent by these suitors and their na- 
tions in gifts, bribes, and fees to 
agents for furthering their inter- 
ests. 

Elizabeth had no intention of 
coming to any definite conclusions, 

¢ :e@ither ves or no, because a definite 
decision either way would have 
had disastrous political repercus- 
sions either at home or abroad. 

So, Elizabeth kept everyone hop- 
ing that things would at last turn 
out as he wanted. And by these 
means England survived a troubled 
time and eventually surpassed all 
the nations with which she had 
dallied. 

We should realize that the Rus- 
sians have learned this lesson, and 
are masters of the same art. They 
talk of disarmament, atomic con- 
trols—you name the great prob- 
lem we are concerned about, and 

_ the Russians will talk about it. But 
they don’t intend to do any more 
than that. 

For centuries now there have 
been nations on the face of the 
earth. All have gotten along, some- 
times at war, sometimes at peace. 
The Russians have suddenly made 
us acutely conscious that there are 
Other nations by giving the pre- 
World War II Japanese-Asian Co- 

_ Prosperity Sphere idea a new twist. 
Now they talk about the coexistence 
of nations, thereby creating an im- 
portant artificial division in the 
minds of men. 

If you accept the term coexist- 
ence of nations, you have tacitly 
agreed in advance that the nations 
of the world are so different from 
one another that there is no mutual 
basis for understanding except 
armed neutrality or conflict. 

In introducing this term, the Rus- 
sians have won on both sides of 
the iron curtain, since the Russian 
people will respond to the term in 
the same way we do. By constantly 
using the term, the Russians are 
actually pre-conditioning people to 
the idea of conflict. 

The stakes for which English di- 
plomacy was played in the six- 
teenth century were high, but they 
are even higher in.the game in 
which Russia calls the turns.

The over-all average speed of this 
train is but a mere 32 miles per 
hour and the schedule is such that 
many of the stations are reached 
in the dead of night!

Deadlock on, the Oder 


It is certainly true, as the State Department 
says, that Yugoslavia’s decision to recognize Rus- 
sia’s East German puppet government will not 
contribute to a settlement of the German prob- 
lem. Without being frivolous one might add, 
with a touch of dismay: “What will?” The East- 
West deadlock has only been cemented by Chan- 
cellor Adenauer's overwhelming election victory. 
If Middle Eastern or other nations follow Yugo- 
slavia’s lead in breaking the diplomatic isolation 
the West has sought to impose on East Germany, 
the knot will tighten. 


Perhaps the time has come, as Walter Lipp- 
mann recently suggested, for a realistic re- 
appraisal of Western policy toward Germany. In 
the abstract, that policy may seem right and just. 
All we demand is that the two Germanys be re- 
unified by free elections. 

In terms of hard realities, however, what this 
means is that we want Germany reunified 
through.the absorption of East Germany by 
West Germany under the Bonn Government. 
And since Bonn under Adenauer is thoroughly 
committed to German participation in NATO, 
what we are really asking is that a reunified 
Germany become a part of the West’s defense 
system, projecting NATO's frontier into the 
heart of Eastern Europe. 

. *. . 


Is it reasonable to-expect that the Soviet 
Union would accept such a solution voluntarily? 
The Russians never have done so. Whether 
Stalin or Malenkov or Molotov or Khrushchev 
was calling the tune, the Kremlin ever since 
the war has preferred a divided Germany to 
any form of unification which risked permanent 
alliance of the Germans’ military and economic 
power with the West. 


There is not much doubt that Americans, in 
the same circumstances, would react the same 
way. The Germans are the Russians’ historic 
land enemy and Moscow under any government 
would be committed to a policy of trying to keep 
them out of the Western alliance. 


When the West persists in its present policy, 
then, it is assuming that, somehow or other, the 
Russians will be compelled to do what they will 
never do voluntarily. Compelled, how? The 
United States is certainly not ready to fight for 
East Germany, any more than it was ready to 
fight for Hungary. The underlying assumption 
must be, therefore, that the Soviets will become 
so weak, so internally disorganized, so lacking 
in influence and prestige abroad, that in time 
they will be forced to abandon their East Ger- 
man position and with it probably all of Eastern 
Europe. ‘ 

How valid does this assumption sound today? 
If it ever had merit, it seems to have very little 
in these days of Sputnik, of Soviet gains in Asia 
and the Middle East, of a growing rather than a 
diminishing Soviet power. If that is true, then 
perhaps the time has come to ask whether we 
ought to do one of two things: either put our 
German policy on a more realistic footing, or ac- 
cept the division of Germany as a fixed feature 
of the European landscape. Certainly the pursuit 
of reunification on terms impossible of fulfill- 
ment does not seem to have been a very fruitful 
policy to date. 

. * . 

James Reston of The New York Times, in his 
recent interview with Khrushchev, became con- 
vinced that the Russians will not negotiate a 
broad settlement so long as American policy is 
that of “liberation’’ for Eastern Evrope. Reston 
writes: 

After listening to and reflecting upon 
Khrushchev’s harangues, one had the im- 
pression that the negotiations of the last 
year or so had merely bred contempt on 
both sides and that the time had come 
either to negotiate seriously on the basis 
of the historical facts or to refuse to do so 


and concentrate our diplomacy on the 
strengthening of the West. 


What is happening now is that the two 
sides are not negotiating but needling each 
other, and the needling is merely increasing 
the vast barrier of distrust which lies at the 
heart of the problem. 


There is no question about the barrier. It 
looms in disarmament talks and every other 
kind of talks. And perhaps it can never be re- 
moved until policy on both sides is brought into 
line with facts instead of wishes or hopes. 
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A School Need and a Question 


St. Louis county voters will enjoy an oppor- 
tunity Dec. 10 to create a special county-wide 
school district to sefve the area’s 2000 or so 
physically- and mentally-handicapped youngsters. 
Such a district offers the only effective and eco- 
nomical solution to the problem of special edu- 
cation for these children, many of whom now 
are getting little help in their individual dis- 
tricts. In our judgment, county residents cer- 
tainly ought to approve the new district. 

The need for this facility also suggests that 
there may be a serious flaw in the existing sys- 
tem of school organization in the county. Not 
one of the 29 individual districts on its own can 
afford to provide adequately for its handicapped 
children. How many can afford to provide ade- 
quate vocational training? ‘Every child in the 
county is not necessarily going on to college.) 
How many can afford to provide first-rate educa- 
tional supervision and specialized training in 
such fields as music and the arts? Indeed, how 
many can keep pace with so basic a need as 
providing new buildings? ' 

A county-wide district could adequately sup 
ply all of these needs, as well as eliminate a 
great deal of the competition between individual 
districts for teachers. And of course a single 
district would equalize educational opportunities 
at a better than average level throughout the 
county. This is a subject to which the County 
School Board ought to be giving serious thought 
—and perhaps it ought to be sounding out pub- 
lic opinion at hearings throughout the county. 
School district consolidation is the County 
Board's principal reason for being, and the 
Board ought to be working at it.

Literacy is a necessity of*self-government, and 
that is why the existence of 700,000,000 illiterates 
throughout the world is a challenge to free men 
and women everywhere. The figure comes from 
the most comprehensive survey to date of world 
illiteracy, made by the United Nations Educa- 
tional, Scientific and Cultural Organization. This 
survey shows that approximately half the pop 
ulation of the globe cannot read and under- 
stand a newspaper. 

Asia and Africa possess by far the largest 
concentration of illiterates, amounting in some 
countries to as much as 99 per cent of the popu- 
lation. It is no accident that some of the most 
dangerous unrest in the world is to be found 
in these countries. For along with illiteracy go 
the other ills of poverty, exploitation, and the 
starved life. 

If litera¢y could become as much the rule 

as it is in Britain, the United States 
and Ri with 2.5 per cent or less unable to 


read and write, it could be like a great light 
going up all round the horizon. As long as there 
are those who can neither spell out nor put 
down the words by which a free society is won 
and maintained, it is ‘wickedly untrue to say that 
there are no more frontiers. For 700,000,000 
there is still the foremost of them all—the fron- 
tier of enlightenment. 
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Where There’s a Will-o’-the- Wisp 

Chairman Strauss of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission has come to the end of the last mile of 
his futile attempt to develop an all-private 
atomic electric industry in the United States. So 
concludes Business Week magazine. The deter- 
mining factor, it says, is the rising cost of build- 
ing atomic reactors. 

For several years now Adm. Strauss has stood 
as a one-man road block to practical progress 
in construction and operation of atomic power 
plants on a commercial scale. He has been de- 
termined that there shall be no Government 
entry into the field. He has nevertheless said re- 
peatedly that if private enterprise proves unable 
to do the job alone, public enterprise will have 
to be brought in to help. 

If Mr. Strauss had not been so blinded by 
prejudice against public power, he would have 
seen long ago that both public and private en- 
terprise wiil be required to tackle a job so vast. 
Yet even the AEC Chairman must see by now 
that the powers of Government are needed to 
unleash tie full powers of the peaceful atom. 

Electric companies are finding that operating 
and maintenance costs, as well as capital, are 
beyond their means, Business Week reports. 

Ironically enough, Adm. Strauss's efforts to 
favor private enterprise have backfired, and it 
is the manufacturers who may eventually force 
him forward. Suppliers of machinery and equip- 
ment have set up civilian power reactor depart- 
ments. Unless the Government steps into the 
market, these departments will operate at a 
loss for years. 

Sixty leading scientists, scholars and business 
men have urged the AEC to put aside the public- 
vs.-private-power controversy and exert stronger 
leadership in the realization that the lagging 
atomic power program could harm our coun- 
try’s position. 

AEC’s power program is bogged down for the 
same reason the intercontinental ballistics mis- 
sile and space satellite programs bogged down— 
failure to do as much as we can. In the atomic 
power field as in the ballistic the consequence 
has been that Russia has forged ahead of us. 
The AEC can hope for little to come from fur- 
ther pursuit of a will-o’-the-wisp whose illusory 
nature has become generally evident.

Young Man With a Cello 


Leslie Parnas’s winning of the first prize in 
the Concours Pablo Casals at Paris is an honor 
in which St. Louis takes warm pride. It is a 
well-won tribute both to a fine young musician 
and to the quality of musicianship commanded 
by the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra, of which 
Mr. Parnas is principal cellist. This young St. 
Louisan, who had already been chosen by the 
Violoneello Society as the outstanding young 
cellist in the United States, elected a career with 
more than the usual obstacles. The cello is one 
of the most difficult of all instruments to play, 
and the literature to display its virtuosity is 
much slimmer than that for most other musical 
instruments. In the hands of masters like Pablo 
Casals and Gregor Piatagorsky, toward whose 
names Mr. Parnas’s own is now rising, it is, 
however, an instrumenteof rare beauty. St. 
Louis will look forward to Leslie Parnas’s next 
appearance with its Symphony Orchestra as an 
occasion for paying him the appreciation which 
his accomplishments so outstandingly deserve. 
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What We Do Comes First 

President Eisenhower's transfer of Arthur 
Larson from the United States Information 
Agency to his own staff is said to be the first 
step in a propaganda counter-offensive designed 
to offset the political victories lately scored by 
the Communists. 

Mr. Larson is a capable young man with a 
better-than-ordinary grasp both of “modern Re- 
publicanism” and the nation’s obligations of 
world leadership. Without doubt he should be 
an asset to the President, who has admired and 
promoted him steadily ever since he wrote a 
book which undertook to define the creed of 
Eisenhower Republicans. 

It would be a serious mistake, however, for 
either the President or Mr. Larson to suppose 
that success in propaganda is entirely a matter 
of handling words. As Mr. Larson must have 
noticed while directing USIA, there are times 
when not even the most artful and persuasive 
language can overcome the ill effects of an of- 
ficial act, a policy or a public attitude. What 
we as a nation can say to the wonld depends 
first of all on what we as a nation do. The first 
requirement of “good” propaganda therefore is 
“good” behavior. — 

Since Mr. Larson's transfer was evidently 
prompted by the Soviet success in putting a 
satellite in orbit, it might be appropriate for 
all of us to ask how well we as a nation behaved 
in respect to this event. To an outside observer 
we must have seemed to behave very poorly. We 
seemed to think very little and say. very little 
about the achievement which the satellite repre- 
sented for mankind. Because it was a Russian 
achievement, because for once the United States 
was not first, many of us reacted with fear, envy, 
contempt and poor grace. Not even the most 
skilled propagandist can present such an atti- 
tude in a favorable light. 
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Two Buildings for One 


The significance of the campaign for a new 
Federal office building in downtown St. Louis 
is that it actually means two buildings for one.

Measured by this yardstick, “Jus 
tine’’ by Lawrence Durrell is more 
poetry than fiction. Arbitrary linear 
composition does not alter the fact 
that “Justine” is tightly crammed 
with much exterior allusion, deep and 
double-meaning phraseage, and pause- 
giving, metaphoric description. This 
is skillfully, perhaps masterfully done. 
The end product is a work of art, but 
differs from the conventional novel 
in that it cannot be comfortably ne- 
gotiated. 


The setting is the lust-laden city of 
Alexandria, “the 
great wine-press of 
love,” presumably 
in the thirties. Me- 
lissa, a Greek cab- 
aret dancer, is the 
mistress of, and in 
love with, the nar- 
rator, an Irish 
schoolmaster.

Of Educators 


Dr. Herold C. Hunt Passes On 
What He Has Learned About 


Administration 


of Schools

ODAY’S school superintendent must be a combination 
teacher, business man, public relations expert, psychologist, 


something of a political scientist, 


a person articulate 


enough to promote or defend his position, and, at all times, 
an evangelist for education itself. 


“And I’m not sure,” mused Dr. Herold C. Hunt, having 


enumerated the above qualities, 


the facets. 


educator in the narrow sense 
of the word. If he’s successful, 
he’s a real social engineer. As 
a result of education, the com- 
munity should be a better place 
to live. If the school doesn’t 
make that difference, it’s time 
to take stock of the education- 
al process.” 

Dr. Hunt is well acquainted 
with the art, science, and busi- 
ness of education from all an- 
gles. He has been parent, teach- 
er, superintendent, and now 
might be called an educator of 
the educators. Here to speak 
to the Missouri Congress of 
Parents and Teachers at their 
convention last week, Dr. Hunt 
is professor of education at 
Harvard University, passing on 
to others what he’s learned 
about school administration, 
and in his own words, is “find- 
ing it fun.” 

He is so happy with his 
present job that he had no 
desire to have events of a 
P.-T.A. convention of 10 years 
ago repeat themselves. That 
was the convention at which 
he was offered three top jobs 
within 48 hours. The one he 
took was that of superintendent 
of schools for Chicago, then 
termed “the toughest school 
job in the country.” It was in 
this post that he received na- 
tion wide attention for putting 
Chicago’s school system on a 
sound basis. 

Until that time, Herold C. 
Hunt (the C. for Christian) had 
made a steady, consistent but 
less spectacular climb up the 
ladder of school administra- 
tion. Born in Northville, Mich.., 
a twin (this sister is an archi- 
tect, married to an English- 
man), he grew up in Holland, 
Mich., and one of his earliest 
recollections concerns school. 

“I remember when I was 
in first grade, my mother re- 
hearsing a talk she was to 
give at the P.-T:A. meeting,” 
he says. “The only thing that 
stayed in my mind is that she 
mentioned the value of children 
having a glass of water before 
breakfast. I drink one every 
morning.” 

A graduate of the University 
of Michigan, with subsequently 


a doctor's degree from Colum- 
bia U., he taught at the Hastings 
(Mich.) high school, was prin- 


cipal at St. Johns (Mich.) high 
school, superintendent at 
Kalamazoo, Mich., New Ro- 
chelle, N.Y., Kansas City, Mo., 
and then Chicago. 

It was when he was starting 
his second four-year contract 
at Chicago that James B. Con- 
ant, then president of Harvard, 
asked him to head the admin-

istrative career program, the 
primary concern of which was 
to be the training of superinten- 
dents of schools. Hunt felt 
committed to stay on in Chi- 
cago but when Conant made a 
second request in 1953 he ac- 
cepted. 

“Since I had nothing to do 
with the design of the program 
I can speak enthusiastically and 
still modestly about it,” he 
says. 
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TUDENTS who take the

education. Once a week the 
entire faculty body and stu- 
dents meet to discuss clinical 
problems. During the summer 
they do field work and have an 
opportunity to see what makes 
a school system tick. 


“One of our students this 
year is Sam Lawson, one of 
Phil Hickey’s assistants here. 
He'll be with us until next 
August and then, like the 
others, he'll .return home and 
work on a local educational 
problem. It must be a problem 
that is unique, one involving 
other people, and one in which 
some change is made. In May 
some of us will come here, go 
over his work with him, with 
an interest, not in the changes 
he’s made but why he made 
them.” 

One of the points Dr. Hunt 
likes to pass on to super- 
intendents is his idea of the 
partnership that is necessary 
between the home, the school 
and the community. Today's 
education needs are many, he 
admits, buildings and personnel 
for the expanding school 
population, money to finance 
them, but most of all, under- 
standing from the communities. 

“If we understand the prob- 
lems we'll find the money and 
the men and women interested 
in education,” he says. “It must 
be a partnership and a part- 
nership is never a success un- 
less the partners understand 
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each other. It seems to me by 
and large that the American 
communities are doing that. 
The fact that the P.-T.A. has 11,- 
000,000 members, the unique 
success of the National Citizens 
Council for Better Schools, the 
interest industry has taken in 
supporting higher education, 
all point to that. Especially 
noticeable is the interest men 
take in the _ schools. today. 
Years ago, you know, this 
group was called the National 
Congress of Mothers. Today as 
I visit with P.-T.A. groups, I 
find many of the presidents 
are men and often men in top 
business jobs.” 
- . . 


OR their own good, Dr. 
F tune feels parents should 

be active in the schools and 
in what he terms the “shared 
responsibilities” such as. Scout 
work. When he was superinten- 
dent in Kansas City, his wife 
was a den mother and he was 
cubmaster for all the Scout 
packs of the Episcopal church. 
He found it somewhat hectic 
but’ was proud that his son, 
Douglas, was an Eagle Scout at 
15, and feels that Scouting 
contributed much to his success- 
ful growth. Douglas, a Harvard 
graduate, married, is now serv- 
ing as a pilot in the Air Force. 

Mrs. Hunt, the former Isabel 
Wright of Webster Groves, 
visited her sister, Elizabeth, 
here during the Congress. A 
former home economics teach- 
er, she has traveled with Dr. 
Hunt on missions which have 
taken him around the world. 
For two years he was under 
secretary for the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare in Washington and a mem- 
ber of the United States delega- 
tion tothe UNESCO conference 
in New Delhi, India, last year. 


Because his experiences have 
involved not only the educa- 
tional life of the United States, 
but work in parts of the world 
where half of the children 
never attend any kind of school 
at all, Dr. Hunt has a “one- 
world” view of school respon- 
sibility. 

In his talk, “What's Ahead 
for Our Schools?” he pointed 
out to convention delegates here 
that schools will be facing a 
changed world by the year 
2000. 


There will be the population 
increase —his projection § is 
335,000,000 in this country by 
the year 2000—and the life 
expectancy at that time of 85 
to 95. There will be far more 
need for adult education, and 
today if you count all the 
courses “including fly casting 
and ballet dancing,” he laughs) 
there are more adults being 
educated than children. There 
will be automation, _inter- 
planetary travel, and the fight 
against illiteracy. Most of all 
there will be the fight for 
men’s minds throughout the 
world, and the need for world 
understanding. 

“There’s no other answer to 


our world problems except 
education,” says Dr. Hunt 
seriously. Then he _ smiles 


enthusiastically and adds: 
“I'm an optimist about the 
whole thing.”

éé N the first George — 
0 Gobel show of the sea- 
son,” writes a reader, 
“there was quite a lengthy 
musical number involving the 
various cast members in a se- 
ries of musical numbers.

‘segue’ and many of the lyrics 
included something sounding 
like ‘seg-way.’ Is that the way 
‘segue’ is pronounced — and 
what does it mean, anyway?” 

“Segue,” pronounced — as 
you surmised—SEG-way, is a 
term common in the jargon of 
musicians, especially “pop” 
musicians. It means to move 
from one musical selection to 
another without modulation or 
interruption. “Segue’’ comes 
from Italian and _ originally 
meant to follow. 

An orchestra leader in re- 
hearsal might well say to his 
men: “We'll open with two 
choruses of “Night and Day,” 
then segue into verse and 
chorus of “Girl of my Dreams.” 
As noted, it’s a fairly technical 
term and just why Lonesome 
George should build a whole 
number around it is a bit be- 
yond me. Perhaps it reflects 
the added emphasis being given 
to music, now that Eddie Fisher 
shares the show with Gobel. 
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ANOTHER COLUMNIST 
wrote recently: “Every time I 
use the term ‘brought up’ a 
fellow in Fresno, Calif., wires 
me and states that I should 
have said ‘reared.’ Perhaps I 
should have. But I like ‘brought 
up’ better.” 

I know what my fellow col- 
umnist has endured, for I too 
have a handful of eccentric 
critics who are everlastingly 
“correcting” nonexistent’ er- 
rors.

To 
set the matter straight, “bring 
up” (past tense, “brought up”) 
is entirely correct for both 
formal and informal speech and 
writing. Futhermore, “raise” is 


perfectly acceptable in the 
same meaning, being only 
slightly less formal than 
“rear.”
